The Mt. Zion election contest case 


More Judge Nelson, which vtue on 
Thursday laid over until this morning, 
came up at 9 o'clock. Mr. Buckingham 
lor the opposition made a long argument 
against the sufficiency of the petition* 
directing bis remarks and authorities to 
:he proposition that it was incumbent on 
the petitioners to state where the so- 
called insufficient marks were placed on 
the ballots; that if they were plnwd on 
ibe bailors before the voters cast them, 
then GO t hef could be had, us the voter 


st n&e doe caution in voting enoh a 


ticket as ho desires to vote; that conse- 
quently to get relief the petitioners must 
allege that the marks were made after 
the ticket was voted. 


Mr. Buckingham having concluded We 


argument, the court carefully read the 
petition and referring to the allegations 
therein shid that it set np that an elec- 
tion was held and that at aaid election 
316 ballots were cast tor supervisor as 
tallows: 142 votea were oasttot W» B. 
Hunter; 1ST votes were casifrfor D. C. 
Davidson, aud 17 votes for H.M. Wallace; 
but that only 1ST votea were counted for 
D, C, Davidson, If this bo true, said the 
jndge, and that fact can be proven, then 
D. 0. Davidson and not W. B, Hunter 
was elected supervisor at that election. 
It it cannot be so proven, then W. B, 
Hunter was elected. In the opinion ot 
the court the allegation ia sufficient and 
the demurrer is overm'ed. When will 
the defense answer? 


Mr, Buckingham said he would file en 


answer to the petition by nest Wednes- 
day and would, as soon as it was possible 
tor him to determine when ho could 
appear, be ready to agree to n tlmo to 
argae the same. The judge not)fled the 
attorneys that it wns the desire ot the 
conrt that this matter be triad tLis 
month,

a very olf>nr and ppiuled rammer, ut some 
length, In it on=>cc)tral point, which 
should charaoterias all contests like the 
one m hand, was made prominent, namely,

W. I. Danbsr, the 
leading general merchant ot the place, 
had to give np because ot hia inability to 
meet bis obligations. Besides running 
a store he dealt largely in lumber and 
grain. His liabilities range from 88,000 
to $10,000, It b bslieved that all claims 
will be paid in full as the securities are 
gilt-edged. Those to whom Mr, Dnnbar 
owes the largest amounts are ae follows, 
the figures given being approximate: 
William Brennan estate, $1,100; Brown 
& Qerber, 13,000; John Dnvall, $760; 
Mrs. Oliver Stasrl, $1,100; Nathan Parr, 
1500; Nathan Necker, 8700; the E nights 
of Pythias lodge, of which Mr. Dnnbor 
WHS treasurer, (400, The balance ia owed 
to Deoatnr, Chicago, Feoria snd Qutncy 
wholesale houses.

man, worth 810,000 to 615,000, is security 
tor about $6,009 of tue indebtedness.

he entered the office of F. B, Tait & Co., 
where he was invaluable ns an office man- 
ager, a position for which his abilities and

In his family relations Mr. Boyer was 


a model man, kind, loving, devoted aud 
indulgent. He leaves a widow and three 
children, Clyde E. Boyer, Miss Grace I,

The ML Zion election contest case 


eame np to-day before Judge Nelson in 
tbe oonnty oonrt. The action grows oat 
of an alleged miscount of tbe ballots 
cast for supervisor in Mt. Zion towoehip 
April 7th. Tbe eteotioa board, of which 
W, B. Hunter, Democrat, was one of tbe 
judges, reported that W. B. Hunter had 
received 142 votes, and D. C. Davidson, 
Republican candidate for supervisor, bad 
received but 1ST Totes, tbe board declar- 
ing Hnnt«r elected. Tbe Republicans 
protested that there, bad been crooked-; 
ness in tbe count, and they made a can- 
vass of tbe voters, of tbe township. They 
found 357 persons who made certificates 
that tbey had cost their ballots for David- 
eon, and with thia knowledge of smooth 
work in tbe count by somebody, Eli 
Uiery, William Combs, A, C. Traoghber, 
T. J.Bobier.J. C. Erase and 0. M-Pletober 
filed a petition m tbe county ooatt asking 
for a lull investigation of tbe election 
and count ot thj, ballots as to supervisor 
To this petition W. B. Hunter filed a de- 
murrer. 


IBB DEFENSE, 


In opening tbe case this forenoon, At- 


torney Buckingham for Hunter in sup- 
port of tbe demurer, said: 


The presumption of law is that public 


offlivre do their dc^y; tbe presumption 
ieihiit the twenty tijiwts bjmng marks 
ba t such marks ns warranted the board 
of election in p t counting them. If a 
muo votes a ticket with a saratob, tbe 
law presumes be intended to vote it tbit 
wny, and he osncut b* heard to prove 
tliat be did not intend to vote it.

This ended 
all differences between Mr. Blaine and 
Congress, and the Aldrich amendment 
waa the result. Tbe Hole amendment 
was at once abandoned by Hale himself 
and all other Republican members of 
Congress, every one voting agoinet it 
wheu tbe Democrats, by Senator Gray, 
offered it as a substitute for the Aldrich 
amendment ia the Senate Sept. 9,1890, 


If these historic facts do not prove be- 


yond cavil, on the part of those who mean 
to be fair, tbat Congress and Mr. Blaine 
got together on reciprocity than the tacts 
of history prove nothing. That Blaine 
yielded in a large measure to the views 
ot Congress as to details does him no dis- 
credit. Congress was willing to try reci- 
procity which promised Ires sugar as to 
Germany and Spain, as well as to South 
America, Congress disagreed with Mr. 
Elaine only as Vo the soopa and retalia- 
tory clause ot a reciprocity provision.

The credit for this in- 
veotiou ia also claimed in England foe 
Edward Gittnao, hut he the uouor dae to 
Frencbmaa or Eaglisliirtan, here at alt 
events, was the imtnednite predecessor 
ot thebicjole. It iuimediately became 
popnlnr in both England and Amerioa. 
A groat many improvements und changee 
were necessary, of course, before the 
crude machine of L all em an t— the "vel- 
ocipede" of thirty years ego— became the 
finished bicycle of to-day; but onergetrc 
business men in Engine J, and later in 
this country, saw its possibilities and be- 
gnu the manufacture of the mnchines.

This, tak«a in conjunction 
witb tbe fact that the k ?e area seeded 
laat fall, 1,831,373 acres, hee not been 
materially rednoed by injury of any kind, 
either by winter-killing, floods or Hessian 
fly, ie good ground tor encouragement to 
the fannerof a, splendid crop this eeaeoa. 
The area claimed by correspondents to 
be destroyed by any ot the cantos men- 
tioned above, is bnt 3 per cent, of the 
entire urea,a proportion BO sma'tthatit 
was not thought necessary to take it into 
account in giving the area which will 
be hnrveeted. 


The condition in the northern division 


or the state is not quite eo promising as 
in the central and southern divisions, 
being but three points above an average;

Britain uml probably some other Enro- 
pe«n piiflcrs havti lent ft hnnd in intensi- 
fying t iu revolution DOW in progress in 
Chili, nd are also at the bottom of the 
impe: ing ombreais among the na'ioi:s 
o S nth America. 


Grcut Britain, however, hfis especially 


shown an active sympnthy with tbe in- 
surtfents in the Chilian conflict, -which 
13 readily accounted tor. The United 
States and England are competing cr- 
tionefor ndvantagee in foreign markets, 
each nation doing all in its power to get 
advantages over the other. 
After the 


reciprocity provision ot tne McKinley bill 
became n law, and Brazil made a move 
to enter into a trade agreement with this 
country, the emissaries of Great Britain 
were found on the ground doing all they 
could to cause these negotiations to be 
broken off, and England is pursuing the 
same policy as to ottiei- South American 
States. She knows fall well that we can 
secure no permanent and sate footing for 
trade with these nations, so long ae they 
can be kept in a belligerent attitude 
toward each other. 


Mr. Blsine saw the danger to anything 


bordering en satisfactory trade relations 
with these countries, and bis 6rsr, sugges- 
tion for the Pan-American Coogrtss em. 
braced only ar, effort to agree upon some 
plan, betwes-n th<* nations ot the Amen 
oao tamispk-Ti, by which future wiirs 
raijjht be averted. Hie object WHS to fol- 
low suoli an agreement with reciprocity 
treaties with these countries. 


On this point tie has been very elenr in 


bis State papers, stating tbat without nn 
agreement to prevent future -wars on 
this hemisphere, it would be utterly u 
less to attempt to interest enpital in the 
exchange ot noncompetinif products to 
tha advantage of this country. But roc 
ipronty lias been attempted before the 
permanent peace problem has baen 
solved, nod England ful'y awnke to these 
points, seeks now to keep tip such inter 
nal strife in Sonth America as will render 
any trade agreement with this country 
barren, and in this way retain the ndvan- 
tages sbe now hna in trade with tbeee 
nations. 


This condition of things mokes it in- 


cumbent on the United States to inter 
tere in behalf of peace in Chili, and onr 
government should notify Europe tbat 
its bands must be token off the Kojmb 
lies of this continent. 
The doctrine 


"Americans can settle the troubles 
America'' should promptly be announced 
and ae promptly enforced,
